ARRL Requests Expanded HF Privileges for 
Technician Licensees 02/28/2018 


ARRL has asked the FCC to expand HF privileges for Technician licensees to 
include limited phone privileges on 75, 40, and 15 meters, plus RTTY and digital 
mode privileges on 80, 40, 15, and 10 meters. The FCC has not yet invited public 
comment on the proposals, which stem from recommendations put forth by the 
ARRL Board of Directors’ Entry-Level License Committee, which explored 
various initiatives and gauged member opinions in 2016 and 2017. 


“This action will enhance the available license operating privileges in what has 
become the principal entry-level license class in the Amateur Service,” ARRL 
said in its Petition. “It will attract more newcomers to Amateur Radio, it will 
result in increased retention of licensees who hold Technician Class licenses, and 
it will provide an improved incentive for entry-level licensees to increase 
technical self-training and pursue higher license class achievement and 
development of communications skills.” 


Specifically, ARRL proposes to provide Technician licensees, present and future, 
with phone privileges at 3.900 to 4.000 MHz, 7.225 to 7.300 MHz, and 21.350 to 
21.450 MHz, plus RTTY and digital privileges in current Technician allocations 
on 80, 40, 15, and 10 meters. The ARRL petition points out the explosion in 
popularity of various digital modes over the past 2 decades. Under the ARRL 
plan, the maximum HF power level for Technician operators would remain at 200 
W PEP. The few remaining Novice licensees would gain no new privileges under 
the League’s proposal. 


“ARRL requests that the Commission become a partner in this effort to promote 
Amateur Radio as a public benefit by making the very nominal changes proposed 
herein in the Technician class license operating privileges,” the petition 
concluded.

James Edward Molan KD5IGG of Bunkie, Louisiana 
became a Silent Key on March 8, 2018 while 
surrounded by family. Funeral services were held on 
March 12, 2018. 

Jim was a long time ARES members and served as the Louisiana 
Section Manager during the years 2015 and 2016. Jim attended 
many of the amateur radio functions in the state of Louisiana and 
had many friends and was loved by all who knew him. He was an 
expert Morse Code operator and could be found on many of the CW 
Traffic Nets and ARES voice nets. 

He was born in 1933 in White Plains Alabama. His family relocated to Simsboro, 
LA when he was in the 7th grade where he obtained the rest of his education and 
grew into a respectable young man. In September of 1950, he enlisted in the Army 
infantry division at the age of 18 where he eventually served in Korea, but not 
before being named as a rifle expert. He later enlisted in the Louisiana National 
Guard where he was a tank leader in his battalion. Most of his civilian career was 
spent at CLECO, first utilizing the skills he had acquired in the military as a radio 
technician, then working his way to a microwave communications supervisor. When 
he retired in 1994, he had served for approximately 40 years. In his spare time, he 
worked with the American Red Cross and in 1997 was named as the National 
American Red Cross Disaster Relief Volunteer of the Year, an award presented to 
him by Elizabeth Dole in Louisville, KY. Jim’s hobbies included reading about 
history, and enjoyed, engineering, woodworking, aerodynamics, and gardening 
along with flying remote controlled model airplanes which led to him getting his 
Pilot’s License. 

Jim will be greatly missed by all who knew him. Our prayers go out to Jim and 
family and he will be greatly missed.

FRITTATA 


2 Tbsp Onion — diced 

2 Tbsp Mushrooms -chopped 
3 Lg Eggs 

1 tsp Butter or Margarine 


2 Tbsp Bell Pepper — diced 
2 Tbsp Zucchini — diced 
Dab of Milk 

Salt & Pepper to taste. 


In a small bowl, mix Onion, Bell Pepper, Mushrooms, Salt & 
Pepper, and Zucchini together. In another bowl, scramble the Eggs 
with a Dab of Milk. 


Use a small oven-proof non-stick 7-inch sauté pan on top of stove 
and melt Butter over Medium heat. Add egg mixture and cook until 
it starts to harden on the bottom, and pulls away from sides (about 
1-2 minutes). Do not turn over. 


Sprinkle vegetable mixture evenly over egg and press it into the 
egg. 


Place in pre-heated oven at 350 degrees for 12 to 15 minutes
